Great Hornbill 

There are many different types of Horn- 
bill, but I wanted to specifically design a 
Great Hornbill, sometimes also called a 
“Great Indian Hornbill”, or a “Great Pied 
Hornbill”, -which is one of the largest and 
most spectacular Hombills. 

This is my second version of a Hornbill. 
The first version did not have the 
coloured stripe on the wings, so I had to 
totally redesign it. In order to achieve all 
the colour-changes, the feet are folded 
from the center of the paper. 

The vertical graft (step 15 to 18) thus has 
three functions: To split the central flap 
and separate the two feet (steps 30 to 36), 
to lengthen the tail and to supply more 
paper to the head area to fold the casque. 
The two opposite comers are used for the 
colour-changed stripe on the wings. 

Most papers work well, but papers that 
can be shaped to give the body volume 
(wet-shaping) give the best results.
